TACOMA, Dec. 30.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Late arrivals say that por- 
tions of the Klondike are being over- 
run with rabbits. They cause damage 
by burrowing into the caches of pro- 
Visions and eating or destroying them. 
This being the first trouble from this 
source, the miners are unprepared and 
scores of caches are left exposed. 
Many miners are kliling rabhits in 
great numbers for food and for r- 
ket. Jack Somers of Eureka Creck 
caught 368 in two weeks. When caught 
to eat the rabbite are usually snared 
in order not to bruise the flesh. Many 
are shot, and in some places they can 
be killed with clubs. Another method 
is to approach them at night with 
dark lanterns. When within a few 
yards, the hunter suddenly turns the 
light upon them, when they seem 
stunned and helpless. Hundreds of 
Klondike dogs are enjoying the most 
prosperous winter of their lives. They 
chase rabbits daily, and keep fat with-

mad. that the Amalgamated interests 
have been holding out for high wages 
and generous treatment of employés, 
while Michigan mines anc miners have 
been taking a course diametrically 
opposite. The argument is a trifle far- 
fetched, and is perhaps best answered 
by a glance at the conditions prevail- 
ing in the two States. The Butte 
mines ere working under check, with 
thousands of men idle, those who, are 
at work receiving the same wages as 
formerly. The Michigan mines are 
working full forces, about 16,000 men 
being employed, at the same wages as 
for some months past, these being 
the highest ever paid in the Lake Su- 
perior mines since the early days when 
big wages were consumed by the very 
high cost wf living. .It is doubtful 
whether thé copper mines of Montana 
are now working more than one-half 
as many men as are employed at pres- 
ent in the lake copper mines. The 
Miners’ Union, a power in Montana, 
fixes a minimum ‘daily wage of $3.50 
for every man who goes underground. 
This is from $1 to nearly $1.50 higher 
than the minimum wage paid in the 
lake mines, but the minés of this dis- 
trict offer two advantages that nearly 
or quite offset the lower wages paid, 
these being the lesser cost of living 
and the far steadier employment given 
mine workers. For these reasons there 
are few miners having steady places 
who quit jobs in Michigan copper 
mines. 

The inference to be drawn from the 
attack on Lake mines and miners, pub- 
lished by the Montana journal, is that 
the Lake mining companies should 
have curtailed production at the same 
time such action was taken at Butte. 
Whether this would have aided the 
workingmen is open to very great 
doubt. The Michigan miners seem to 
think that they do better by working 
full time at. the best wages ever paid 
than they might do by working part 
time, or having 5000 or 6000 men thrown 
out of work. The partial cessation af 
production by the Butte mines has not 
held the price of copper up. The arti- 
ficial regulation of prices is a danger- 
ous game. A strong concern may hold 
prices steady for a time, when there 
are signs of a break, and can also keep 
prices down when they show tendencies 
toward a too-rapid advance. Both of 
these things have been done by the 
United States Steel Corporation within 
the present year, but the influence 
brought to bear on the market was of 
a temporary nature, and was not used 
drastically. The maintenance of 17- 
cent copper by a partial stoppage of 
production in any given field, such as 
Montana, redounds to the permanent 
injury of that field. While the Mon- 
tana mines are working under check 
the mines of other fields are making big 
profits and placing themselves in a po- 
sition to meet a lower price for their 
product. Noteonly this, but new mines 
are being opened in many fields. Were 
the leading Lake mines to join the 
principal Moniana properties in a re. 
striction of output, the price of cop- 
per could readily restored 
to 17 cents, but where would the profit:

made possible by short-sighted restric- 
tion.. No mine can make copper as 
cheaply when turning out half its nor- 
mal production as when working its 
capacity. There are many fixed 
charges, such as pumping, timbering, 
superintendence, taxes, etc.; which re- 
main the same, and fixed costs 
1d over a smaller tonnage bring up 
the cost of making copper quite rapidly. 
The lake mines are occupying the 
Same position now as they have since 
the inauguration of copper 
when the Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany was organized, In plain English 
their policy is every man for himself 
and devil take the hindmost. This is 
the way they have managed their af- 
fairs for the past twelve years. In the 
earlier days of lake mining there were 
many pools—mostly of the bob-tailed 
variety—and repeated failures follow- 
ing every attempt at an understanding 
as to prices or production. Sometimes 
it was one company and sometimes an- 
other, that kicked over the tra 
ofterest of all the Quincy, which id 
rarely be held in any sort of a pooling 
arrangement. The French copper corner, 
engineered by the late M. Secretan, in 
1888, was the last syndicate deal that 
the lake mines entered. They enjoyed 
high-priced copper for eighteen months, 
and then struggled with an adverse 
market for seven years following, to 
pay for their fun. have had 
enough, and when 1l7-cent copper again 
dawned on them, they acted with a 
unanimity born, not of a pool, but of 
experience. Like one concern they be- 
gun making as much copper as the 
mines could produce without perma- 
nent injury, and the phenomenal prof- 
its were partially diverted to making 
the most elaborate and costly improve- 
ments ever effected in this district in 
any previous period of three ti the 
length. The cost of making lak@ cop- 
pér has been very high for the past 
three years. This is partly because of 
high wages, but is due to even a 
ye to two other reaso 
e mining and milling 
reentage of low-grade 
carrying out of im- 
provements upon a truly colossal 
scale. By virtue of this policy the 
best lake mines 
position that is absolutely 
pregnable. They can ‘make copper 
profitably at a price below which not 
enough mines can bly work to 
meet the legitimate demands of trade. 
They are developed and equipped upon 
a seale that will permit them, if nec- 
essary, to spend but trifling sums in 
ew work for several years to come.

Every pound of copper made by Lake 
mines: for the past two years 

cost from 8 to 20 cents per Found, The 
copper from the best mines has cost 
8 to 12 cents per pounce. These same 
mines have made copper, in the past, 
for 6 to 9 cents per pound, and, if 
necessary, can make copper inthe 
future for 4 to 7 cents per pound. 

A market price of 10 cents per pound 
for several years to come will close 
up a few of the Lake mines, t only 
a few, and none of these liaBle to 
closure are considerable producers. 
Within four or five years the Lake 
mines will be making 200,000,000 nds 
of fine copper yearly, regardless of 
whether copper sells at 17 7cents, or at 
9 cents per pound: Every added cent 
on the market price will mean a lit- 
tle larger output, but the inc or 
decrease caused by the market price 
will be small. 

A permanent low-priced copper mar- 
ket will mean a general readjustment 
of values, so far as the market price 
of stocks is concerned, and, it may 
mean a reduction in wages, but it will 
not mean the suspension of the mines, 
or even their crippling, except in the 
case of a few of the weaker concerns. 
The plans of the larger and better 
mines are now so far completed that 
they will be carried through, regar-i- 
less of developments in the metal mar- 
ket. The old mines have made vust 
betterments, and the better among the 
new mines will soon be full-fledged 
and well able to care for themselves. 

It will be useless to look for any 
reduction in output from the lake dis. 
trict. ‘Reduction can be secured only 
by buying control of the leading mines. 
This can be done, of course, but it will 
take a hundred millions of dollars, or 
even more, to accomplish it.

RECORD-BREAKING YEAR. | 
The unprecedented trade and in- 
dustrial actigity of the five years im- 
mediately preceding the year just clos- 
ing, seemed to have established « rec- 
ord which was not likely to be equaled, 
much less exceeded, for some years to 
come.

able happenings, the business affairs

m the standpoint of the city’s 
best interests Superintendent Tilden 
stated that he does not see how the 
sale of sewage can be stopped. In his 
opinion it would make it almost impos- 
sible to properly manage the outfall 
system. Councilman Bowen took the 
same position. 

Attorney George Adams, representing 
the people that oppose the sale of sew- 
age, told the truth when he said: “The 
fact of this matter is, the city has got 
a rotten sewer down there. I brought 
suit for a client within thirty days 
after the sewer was laid, and he got 
damages, too.” Adams characterized 
the odor as an “awful, stench.” He 
filed with the Council a protest repre- 
senting 570 acres of land {in the vicin- 
ity and the following letter from Dr. 
E. N. Mathis, county health officer: 

“In view of the fact that there is a 
prospect of a delivery of sewage near 
the southwest part of the city, I beg 
to state that sewage delivered north 
of Slauson avenue and near the south- 
west portion of the city, will, in my 
opinion, be a nuisance and a menace 
to the health of the ple living in 
that section and could and should be 
prohibited by law.” 

Councilman Bowen excoriated Pierce 
and Walker for their stand. He eaid 
he had been accused of every crime but 
horse stealing in connection with the 
controversy, but that he was prompted 
solely by the city’s best interests. He 
maintained that the orders of the 
Council had been obeyed to the letter, 
although some of his colleagues had 
persisted 
without one scintilla of evidence to 
back up their assertions. 

“IT seé no way in which this question 
can be satisfactorily settied but by the 
sale of sewage within restricted limits 
on alfalfa, corn and grain,” said Bowen. 
“If I had my way I would send every 
drop of sewage to the ocean, but that 
cannot be done now. When the rains 
come and the sewer breaks I want 
those gentlemen who moved to cut off 
the sale of sewage to be responsible for 
the results. 

“We must have a new outfall sewer, 
for very soon the whole thing will go 
to pieces.” 

In his last sentence Mr. Bowen 
summed up the impression conveyed by 
the whole hearing. The old outfall 
sewer has proven inferior in design 
and construction, and the city will 
have to have a system modeled on the

HILDREN AT LAW 
AGAINST THEIR FATHER.

ACCUSE HIM OF APPROPRIATING 
THEIR MOTHER’S PROPERTY. 
Parent’s Unnaturalnets Laid at the 
Door of a New Stepmother—Property 
Involved Comprises Valuable Realty 
at Pomona. 


Joseph Ross of Pomona, 70 years old, 
was made defendant yesterday in an 
important suit begun by children of a 
former wife, James R. Ross, Agnes D. 
Sacry and Mary L. Freeman, all of 
whom charge their father with trying 
‘to deprive them of valuable property 


Meclaimed to be the separate estate of 


their mother, Margaret L. Ross, who 
died at Pomona on January 5, 1895. 

The property in dispute in this county 
is estimated to be worth $16,500, and,is 
all situated in Pomona. 

Plaintiffs claim that this property, al- 
though it stands in the name of their 
father, was acquired and purchased by 
him with moneys inherited by the 
mother. She had the utmost confidence 
in her husband, and it was he who 
transacted all her business. They lived 
in Indiana until they removed to Cali- 
fornia, and there are still some holdings 
in Indiana. All this property, it is 
now alleged, is held in trust for plain- 
tiffs, who are the sole heirs of their 
mother’s estate, and they ask the 
courts to award them what is their 
own. 

They say that Ross has utterly re- 
fused to have his deceased wife's estate 
administered upon or to-make any pro- 
visions for plaintiffs’ rights. 

A stepmother appeared upon the 
scene in 1898. She is Betta A. Ross. 


ali their father’s unnaturalness at the 
stepmother’s door. She is tiving on the 
old home premises, and is said to have 
her old' husband wholly under her con- 
trol and influence.
